STORES MUST PAY $25.00 MALT 
DELIVERY TAX 


Money received under the new malt 
tax law is being turned over to the 
state treasury as fast as it is collect- 
ed and will be released by the ad- 
ministrative board for care of the 
state’s tubercular patients, Secretary 


of State Frank D. Fitzgerald an- 
nounced today. 


Under rules of the department of 
state, grocery trucks in which the 
delivery of malt is an_ incidental 
activity, will not be required to secure 
a $25 license. Every retail store 
handling malt or wort will be re- 
quired to secure a license. Where a 
large number of stores are owned 
and operated by one company, each 
store will be required to secure a 
license. 

Another pute of interest is that 
malt tax stamps, issued under the 
old law, can be redeemed and ex- 
changed for new stamps. In cases 
where the old stamps have been af- 
fixed to cans, inspectors of the de- 
partment will be authorized to issue 
new stamps upon proper examination. 
Stamps are available at the follow- 
ing offices of the secretary of state:

STATE AFFAIRS 


(By A. H. Gansser) 


The regular session of Michigan's 
Legislature ended rather quietly in 
the Senate at 6 P. M. on Friday, May 
22, 1931, The Thursday sessiun last- 


d until midnizht and senate com- 
mittees resumed work at 8 A. M. on 
Friday. Most of the bills passed in 
those ia closing hours had been 
on our desks for many weeks. They 
had been scrutinized by our ae 
clerks and the attorney general's of- 
fice, to assure their constitutionality 
and legality. Some were held to the 
last day to make sure that there 
would be no eleventh hour objection 
to their import. Included in this 
category was the bill fixing Dec, 31, 
1931, as the Jast day for filing ap- 
plications for the Michigan soldier 
bonus, and fixing Dee. 31, 1932, as 
the final day for closing’ up this 
World war aftermath. Michigan has 
heen most generous with its World 
war veterans. Voting $30,000,000 for 
this state bonus in 1920, the legisla-
